Straw braid, out of which the familiar and 

necessary straw hat is made, has gone up 10 
per cent and more, and ‘there is a chance that 
cheap straw hats will costa little more this 
year than~they did last. There is an equal 
chance, some jobbers believe, that next year’s 
crop will be sold at better prices, because of 
peculiar conditions that exist. 

Braided straw, of which hats are made, 
comes mostly from China and Japan. There 
isan abundance of the raw material in this 
country, but there ig a scarcity of labor that 
is willing to accept the wages paid Chinese 
and Japanese women, who constitute the ma- 
jority of the braiders. They receive a pit- 
fance and are content with it. The product 
of their labor is shipped to London and that 
proportion designed for America reaches the 
manufacturers, most of whom are in the 
East, through the port of New York. About

ADVANCE IN “THE PRICES OF ‘SHOES. 


Jobbers Get Together and Determine to 
. harge More Money. 

Sh ‘Were aivanced yesterday by ‘he iead- 
ing jobbers all way from 5 to 25 cents a 
pair. The heaviest advances are on grain, 
glove grain, oil grain, buff, and split shoes. 
These goods, which ‘have retailed at $1.25 
and upwards, will bring 25 cents and 50 
cents more a air... The higher grades of 
shoes, which retail af $4 and upwards, will 
not be advanced so much. In these the chief 
advance is in the sole leather, which has raised 
the jobbutig price about five cents a pair. 
Representatives of the leading jobbing 
houses met yesterday and agreed upon a gen- 
eral advance in prices and the new price ists 
were sent to traveling <men last night. One 
large house a few days ago notifi@d its road 
men not to sell men’s heavy shoes in grain, 
split, or buff in more than two dozen lots. 
Jobbers do not think these new prices will 
continue thirty days, but that there will be 
still further advancesinashort time. They say 
that the continued rise in the price of leather 
has affected everything that goes into a shoe 
and /present prices will seem cheap before 


James F, Pratt of M. D, Wélis & Co., epeak- 
ing of the advance, said: 

“We are today paying almost double for 
some kinds of leather compared with prices 
six months ago. Some grades we bought re- 
cently for 7¢ cents a pound are now selling 
at 12 cents. Leather costing us 124 cents is 
today quoted at. 19 cents and tanners say it 
will be 23 cents in a short time. Other 
tkings going into a shoe are also ad- 
vancing. I have just heard from 
Boston that dongola men are asking an ad- 
vance of one and one-half and two cents a 
pound. I don’t believe these prices will last 
any length of time; they are bound to go 
higher. Tanners can’t get hides to put in 
their vats. The United States Leather com- 
pany, I am informed, has notified its Chicago 
agent fo shut up one tannery and to refuse 
orders of more than 2,000 sides of leather to 


Joseph F. Ward, general manager for C. 
M. Henderson & Co., said: 
**We have advanced our prices on all grades 
of shoes from 5 to 25 cents a pair and they 
are going still higher. In my opinion another 
advance will come inside of thirty days. 
Shoes which cost us 65 cents six months ago 
today cost us 7744 cents, Still, with this ad- 
vance, shoes are not as high as they were a 
year ago. These higher prices are likely to 
remain fof some time, as thereis a great 
scarcity of hides, which importations cannot 
relieve at once.”’

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HE DIES IN DISGRACE. 


POLIOBMAN DENNIS QUINLAN ENDS 
HIS OWN LIFE. 


Charges Made by a Woman Lead to a Sen- 


sational Tragedy. in the Police Station 
at Thirty-fifth and Halsted Streets= 


Orders Issued to Close the Bucket- 


* Shops=Skakel Willingly Complies with 

the Decree=Thief with a Fancy for 

' Diamond Pins Identified. ; 

Policeman Denris Quinlan committed sui- 
cide in the station at Thirty-fifth and Hal- 
sted streets last night in order to avoid dis- 
¢éharge from the force in disgrace and prob- 
able pregecution on a criminal charge. 
Quinlan was lockupkeeper at the station and 
had general supervision of all prisoners 
brought in. A matron, however, usually 
looks after the female prisoners. Yesterday 
afternoon Mary Chiselski was picked up at 
Thirty-first and Dearborn streets. She was 
in a fit and as the policeman on the beat did 
not know where she lived he had her taken 
to the station. The matron was out and the 
woman was placed on a cot in a witness 
cell, A physician was called and she was 
soon restored to consciousness, though still 
very weak. Shortly after 5 o’clock her rela- 
tives called for her and she told them Quin- 
lais had entered 'the cell and taken advantage 
of her weak state. They complained to 
Lieut. Dunne. The Lieutenant at once sum- 
moned Quinlan to his office and confronted 
him with Mrs. Chiseiski, who identified him 
as her assailant, 

Quinlan made a denial of the charge and 
then went down-stairstothecellroom. Sit- 
ting down at his desk he began a note, which 
he left unfinished. It began thus: “I am 
not guilty .of the charge. Give my pay 
to——.’"’ Then he shot himself in the right 
side of the head. The report of the shot at- 
tracted the attention of Capt. Madden, who 
found Quinlan unconscious in his chair, He 
was taken to the County Hospital, where he 


died three hours later. 
Quinlan was nearly 60 years old and lived

worth avenue. He had been on the police 
furce' for more.than twenty years and up to

WNULTA COMMENCES TO FILE BONDS. 


When All Are in They Will Aggregate Six 
or Seven Million Dollars. 


Peoria, Ill., April 30.—{Special.]—Receiver 
McNulta of the Distilling and Cattle Feed- 
ing company this afternoon commenced fil- 
ing bonds as manager of the trust. distiller- 
ics. Six of these bonds were filed in the reve- 
nue office here today, They are in the sum 
of $100,000 each, and cover the Great West- 
ern, Manhattan, Monarch, Woolner No. 8, 
Peoria No. 2, and the Northern No. 5. These 
bonds are now under consideration by the 
revenue authorities and will probably be 
approved tomorrow.

They Find No Tracé of the Chicora—New 
Drag Line to Be Used Today. 
South Haven, Mich., April 30.—[Special.]— 


The tugs Payne and Edward cleaned upthe } 


south end of Plummer’s Range today with- 
out finding the Chicora. Two five-mile 
sweeps were made over ground that was 
considerably smoother than that gene over 
yesterday. The drag line parted twice and 
it is evident the severe strain to which it 
has been subjected has destroyed its use- 
fulness.

Fargo, N. D., April 3Q,<-United States Mar- 
shal-Cronan received the following dispatch 
from Deputy Schindler at St. Johns today: |

throagh fear. If you come at all bring assist- 
ance enough to quiet aisturbance and protect 
settlers. 

It 16 stated. alsothat the Indians had burned 

houses “of settlers who had testified 
against them, but on running the story 
down it appears only one case of that. kind 
has occurred, Sunday ‘the Marshal and 
deputy had a council with the Indians, 
who had previously rescued from hrrest a 
half breed — with cutting timber on 
government land, and told’ them they had 
come there to arrest the parties and that 
they should surely do it. Little Shell, 
Chief of the Turtle Mountain Indians, toid 
thein the government had never paid tne In- 
dians for their land and he had given permis- 
sion to cut the timber and that he had a right 
to give that permission, and that they would 
not allow any one to be arrested for cutting 
timber under his order or with his permission. 

The Marshal reiterated the statement that 
they had come to make arrests and intended 
todo it. TheIndians asked whom they want- 
ed, andon being informed they called the 
persons and when they came in the Marshal 
read the warrant and undertook to make the 
arrest, but the Indians forcibly resisted. The 
Marshal returned to Fargo and wired the At- 
torney-General for instructions.

ON OHIO 
TODAY’S OOLUME J3 MEETING MAY 
OAUSE MINING STRIKES. 


The Ohio Operators May Be Forced to Cut 
to Meet Pittsburg Competition and the 
Strike in Pernsylvwania Seems to De. 
pend on That-—Situation in Illinois, In- 
diana, and Iowa Does Not Indicate That 
There Will Be Trouble on May Day= 
Other Labor News. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 30.—[Special. |—The 
coal miners’ strike in the Pittsburg district is 
petering out so fast that the Ohio operators in 
competitive districts may be compelled to 
farcea strike in self-defense. At an inter- 
State conference of miners and operators, 
held a year ago, a differential of nine 
cents in the price of digging was granted 
the Hocking Valley and the scales agreed 
upon were 69 cents for the Pittsburg district 
and 60 cents for Opio. This agreement the 
Pittsburg operators Have broken. They de- 
clared they would pay no more than 
the QOhioans who compete with 
them at the lake marketa. This 
pled to the strike now on, which has been 
waged since March. The test is being made 
on the Wheeling division of the Baltimore 
and Qhio road. Five hundred miners are 
employed there. Thestrike made fair progress 
until the river inines closed down, owing to 
low water, and the diggers began to take the 
places of strikers: in the railroad pits. Today 
100 men are working on the Wheeling divis- 
ion of the Baltirnore and Ohio and old men 
will go into the mines tomorrow. The local 
officials of the ininerg have given expression 
to their discouragement. In” this event 
‘ Patrick McBryde, National Secretary of the 
United Mine Workers, is here working trying 
to bring about another inter-State conference 
of the operators, the Ohio operators being 
with him in spirit. But he is not meeting 
with any success, and it-is believed the Qhio. 
ane will meet the Pittsburg cut and a strike 
there will result.. 


MINERS TALK WAGES IN OHIO TODAY 


Operators Not “Much in Favor of Presi. 
dent Penna’s Plan. 

Colum bus, O., April 30. — [Special.] — The 
advance guard of miners to attend the State 
scale convention to meet tomorrow has 
reached here. The operators do not take 
kindly to the plan outlined by Presi- 
dent Penna of the National Unior 
by which it is proposed to fight 
the Pittsburg operators. Mr. Penna’s plan 
is as follows: That the Ohio operators agree 
to pay their miners 65 cents a ton for digging 
coal and retain seven cents of that amount 
(per toi) and pay the .same to 
miners’ officials to gv to the support 
of the Pittsburg miners to keep them 
out on a strike. The delegates 
already here take the same view of the situa- 
tion, but say that many of the delegates will 
come instructed not to take any step that 
might lead toa lower price than the present” 
scale of 60 cents. A few will be in- 
structed to demand 70 cents, while some 
will want to go to tne other extreme and ac- 
cepta big reduction in oraer to knock the 
Pittsburg people out at one blow. Those 
who advocate the GO cent conditional scale 
will’ recommend that the miners con- 
tribute - seven ceuts for every ton 
they dig, to be sent to the 
Pittsburg miners to sustain their strike, If 
this pian is not adopted the conference will 
probably result in a failureto agree. There 
is hardiy a likelihood of a strike in the 
Ohio field whatever the action of the 
State convention. The strike of iast 
summer was a sorry experience and will not 
be repeated ualess all efforts to at least com- 
promise should fail. The miners are hot in 
shape tostrike, the men beimg poorly off 
financially, while the treasury of the Uhited 
Mine Workers is practically empty 

Bellaire, O.. April 30.—The mines here and 
in the Fifth Ohio. District have closed, and 
the miners are insisfing on GO cents per ton 
before they will return to work. Over 7,000 
miners are out of work.

‘gurgents that took place at Ramon de las 
Jaguas April 21 demonstrate beyond doubt 
the revulutionists are desperate. As soon as 
the news of the rout of Lieut. Gallego’s com- 
mand became known to Lieut.-Col. Herrico 
at Songo he started with Capt. Miranda and 
150 Spanish soldiers for Jaguas. Garcon 
was in ambush waiting for him and succeeded 
in attacking his party in the rear. A number 
of men were lost. 

When the head of the column reached the 
fort the soldiers were fired upon from the in- 


side, Miranda, thinking the Spaniards heid 


it, approached, shouting “ Amigos.’’ He was 
shot'dead. Col. Herrico with difficulty suc- 
ceeded in getting a portion of his command 
into a cemetery, where he was surrounded by 
insurgents and kept there during the day 
under continuous fire.

The evidence of the doctors 
in the service of the government was practi- 
cally unanimous, It is corroborated by other 
medical men in*private practice, and by some 
medical missionaries, The medical witnesses 
who advocated prohibition were ¢few, and all 
ot them were more opposed to the use of al- 
cohol than that of opium. The general ef- 
fect of the medical testimony is declared in 
the report to be that ‘“the temperate use of 
| opium in India should be viewed in the same 
light as the temperate use of alcohol in En- 
gland. Opium is harmful, harmless, or evén 
beneficial, according to thé measure and dis- 
cretion with which it is used.’’ 

That, is the judgmentof science upon the 
actual consequences of the opium habit. The 
natives of India, on the whole, agree with the 
doctors, but they attach greater value to the 
drug than science directly .warrants. It is 
universally admitted that the excessive con- 
sumption of opium is an evil, though an evil 
of which the effects. have been grossly ex- 
aggerated. 

Opium is largely taker as a stimulant by 
those past middle age. They use it, in the 
striking phrase of one of . the witnesses, as a 
prop toa falling house. In the opinion Of 
the great majority of native medical practi- 
tioners and represeatatives of large, influen- 
tia! classes, this cinvloyment of the drug is 
attended by beneficial results. Opium eaters 
of fifteen to twenty years’ standing appeared 
before the commission. They believed the 
habit had done them good, Their appearance 
and vigor satisfied the Commissioners, at all 
events, that it bad done: them no perceptible 
harm. 

Opium is also used as an occasional stimu- 
lant in. physical emergencies. It has been 
issued, by medical advice, to troops engaged 
in fighting and roadmaking among the mount- 
ains of Sikkim. Itis taken occasionally by 
camel drivers who work in the extremes of 
heat and cold that prevail in the Rajputana

People living outside of Jackson- 
ville claim the State is disgraced by such 
exhibitions. 

One bill introduced in the Senate has been 
reported and lies on the table subject to call, 
while another, introduced in the House, has 
been favorably reported by the committee 
having it in charge, has passed through its 
preliminary stages, and is now on its third 
readjng. It may pass any day and will sure- 
ly go through the Senate. Gov. Mitchell is 
Known to faver any kind of prohibitory leg- 
islation and will sign the measure when it 
reaches him. The provisions of the House 
bill are stringent, and it will be impossible 
to have the big fight in that State if it passes. 
Fitzsimmons will insist that the Florida 
Athletic club_have the fight in Jacksonville 
or not atall, and it now looks as if the bat- 
tle woujd occur before one of the New Or- 
leans clubs.

ARMY. CHANGES DECREED. 


Buger Goes to Washington and Mer- 
_ ritt Comes to Chicago. 
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Washington, D. C., April 30.—[Special.]— 
The eighth month of the new tariff law 
ended today with a record whieh appalls its 
best friends. Instead of meeting the promise 
of “doing what your M:Kinley law cannot 
do, produce endugh money to meet current 
expenses,’ it has produced in its eight months 
a deficieney of $51,273,466. But that is not 
all. The friends of the new law, while it was 
in process of construction, were wont to 
measure its prospective workings by the Mc- 
Kinley law, which was at that. particular 
moment at its worst stage. I¢ was quite 
natural, of course, that tariff receipts during 
the months preceding the enactment of the 
new law should be light, for everybody 
was holdimg back his importations to 
get the benefit of the low rates 
under the new law. Besikles this, the 
crash of banks, the suspension of business 
houses, the stoppage of commerce general'y, 
which were coincident with the first meeting 
of the Fifty-third Congress in August, 1893, 
must have added to the falling off in Treasury 
teceipts. “—The consequence was, that when 
the Fifty-third Congress met in special ses- 
sion the raid on the tariff was begun, the 
receipts of the Treasury Department feil off 
25 per cent, and continued at unprecentedly 
low rates until the tariff wa« disposed of. So 
the period from August, 1893, to May, 1894, 
was the worat in the history ofthe McKinley 
law, the worst in many years, so far as re- 
ceipts of the Treasury were concerned, up to 
that time. |

The discovery today, then, that the receipts 
of the Treasury under the new law have been 
less than in the corresponding months of last 
year under the old law absolutely appalis the 
friends of the Wilson tariff. Dbey knew that

The questions 
asked will refer to the age, conju- 
gal condition, education, and earnings of 
the women, the manner of their work, and 
their relative fitness, Pay-roils will be copied 
in detail to get this information and the com- 
pilation of tne returns will afford some valua- 
ble results for comparison, The inauiry will 
extend to theemployment of women in the 
past as well as at present, in order to 
show in what way their work has 
increased or decreased or changed in 
character and quality. The figures for ages 
will not be obtained to gratify an idle curi- 
osity, but, will Be classified so as to show how 
many children are now employed and how 
many were employed ten or twenty yeara 
ago. The census of 1890 indicates that tne 
number of women employed has more than 
doubled ix the last twenty years, 
while the proportion of women above 
ten .years of age has increased. The 
total number. of women reported engaged 
in gainfui pursuits in 1870 was 1,836,288, 
while the number in 1890 was 3,914,573. 
The increase in the population of the country 
accounts for a part of this gain, but the com- 
putation by percentages shows that the per- 
centage of women employed in the aggregate 
population of the country increased: from 
9.63 in 1870 to 12.81 in 1890. The propor- 
tion of women employed over 10 years of 
age was 13.14in 1870 and 16.97 in 1890, 
showing a more rapid increase in those 
employed over 10 years of age than in the 
aggregate number employed. These figures 
relate to domestic servants, manufacturing 
operatives, and all women employed for 
wages and ut piece work, but not to house- 
wives. The number of women employed in 
manufacturimg industries has increased even 
more rapidly from 1870to1890 than the 
whoie number employed, the figures in 1870 
having been 353.000 and the figures in 1890 
having been 1,027,377.

Indications now are that the deficit at the 
end of the fiscal year will be little, if any, less 
than $45,000,000.

CANAL BILL IS SAFE. | 


PASSES THE SENATE AND ON THIRD - 


READING IN THE HOUSE. 


It Is the Special Order in the Lower Body for 
Final Action Next Tuesday—Cook Coun- 
ty Civil Service Bill Goes Through the 
Senate fn the Face of Strong Opposition 
President Healy and Dr. Jamieson Work 
Hard for It=—Speaker Meyer Pushes May- 
oralty Contest Bill. 

Springfield, Ill., April 30.—{Special.]—The 
Chicago drainage bill was expedited today 
in the most surprising fashion. It came up 
in the Senate on third reading and got over 
forty affirmative votes. During the after- 
noon Sccretary Paddock came over into 
the House with the drainage bill for the pur- 
pose of reporting it as a Senate measure. 
At a favorable opportunity it was sent in. 
Speaker Meyer was in the chair and on mo- 
tion of Muir of Cook the bill was read a 
first time. A minute later it was ordered 
to second reading without reference to com- 
mittee and in the next breath made a spe- 
cial order for Friday morning of this week. 
Some of the brethren wanted to kick a lit- 
tle, but Speaker Meyer was in the chair, 
and that means everything in the House 
of Representatives in this General Assem- 
bly. The drainage bill will be sent to third 
reading Friday and will be made a special 
order for Tuesday of next week, when it 
will be passed. Speaker Meyer deserves 
credit for the way he whirled it along. 

Among other measures passed by the Sen- 
ate today was one for the application of 
civil service reform to the employés under 
the jurisdiction of the County Board of Cook 
County. It was “‘ boosted ’’ along by Pres- 
ident Dan Healy and T. Napoleon Jamieson 
of Chicago. It includes all the scrub wom- 
en, janitors, attendants at the County Hos- 
pital and Insane Asylum, and probably for- 
ty clerks who get over $1,000a year. Seven- 
ty-five per cent of the people affected by it 
do not get over $40 per month. It makes a 
civil service board and thus creates a few 
more office-holders. Jamieson has been 
werking for it and a lot of amendments to 
the pharmacy law all through the session. 
He aspires to be a leader here and poses “ a 

©

The civil service bill has gone to the House 

and its fate is problematical. A good many 

members, seem to think it would be just as 
well to see how civil service works in the 
city government before extending it in the 
unimportant direction contemplated by this 
particular bill. 

Bill Devoid of Merits. 

Senator Humphrey was the bill’s most bit- 
ter opponent in the debate. The bill, he 
said, was void of the merits attached to the 
civil service law adopted by Chicago. It 
did not apply to the chief officials of Cook 
County, he said, but the minor officals—a 
few scrubwomen perhaps. As instances of 
the important officers who were exempted 
he named those of the Treasurer’s Depart- 
ment and the Recorder’s offices: The object 
of the bill was, he said, the desire to inter- 
fere in a little local fight of the County 
Commissioners. 

Senator Crawford replied sharply to the 
Senator’s accusations, and brought out a pe- 
tition which, he said, was signed by over 
1,400 representative business-men of Chica- 
go and Cook County, who asked that the bill 
might be passed. He said it was as much in 
the interest of good government as the law 
adopted for the City of Chicago, and there 
were the same reasons why it should pass. 

Senator Mahoney said he favored the bill 
for the reason that Cook County contained 
two large institutions where such a bill 
would be of the greatest benefit. He re- 
ferred to the Cook County Hospital for the 
peor and the hospital for the insane, which 
were, he said, perhaps the best of their 
kind. It has been the misfortune of these 
institutions, he said, that at every change 
of county officials the hospital officials 
would also be changed, to the great detri- 
ment of the institution and the injury of the 
Under the bill’s provisions, .he 
said, efficient nurses will be appointed for 
the care of the poor and the insane, and as 
long as they are efficient they will be kept 
there continuously. 

Senator Dunlap called up the House bill 
providing for the acceptance by the State 
of the conveyance of the Lincoln monument 
and appropriating thereto $25,000. It passed 
by unanimous vote. 


Will Cite Cooper to Appear. 

Senator Berry as Chairman of the Judic- 
lary committee made a report in regard to 
Frank H..Cooper and Senator Salomon’s 
department store investigation, recom- 
mending that Mr. Cooper’ be summoned to 
appear before the Senate as requested by 
the committee. The following resolution, 
also reported back by the committee, was 
adopted:

Senator Fisher’s bill appropriating $200,-

a lively discussion. was had on the amend- 
ment offered by. Senator Crawford, which 
was defeated, providing that the new hos- 
pital be placed in charge of the Homeo- 
pathic School of Medicine. 

Another bill which provoked a sharp de- 
bate was Senator Green’s ifisurance bill, 
which came up as a special order on second 
reading. The bill is a lengthy one, and its 
title reads: **To incorporate insurance 
companies described herein and to regulate 
and control such companies and similar 
companies organized under the laws of 
other States.” He explained that the bill 
contemplated an extensive revision of. the 
insurance laws of this State and was in- 
tended to protect the people and to increase 
the security of insurance companies doing 
business in the State, and also to prevent 


}- insecure companies—‘‘-wildcat ’’ companies 


~—from conducting an insurance business. 
The bill, he said, had been carefully drawn 
after a thorough investigation by the insur- 
ance department of the State as well as by 
others who are experts in this line of busi- 
ness. His bill, he said, incorporated what 
were regarded ae the best results of legis- 
lation in other States.

DISCUSSES STATUTORY REVISION. 


Speeches in the House Are Personai—Bill 
Goes to Third Reading. 

Springfield, Ill., Aprii 30.—[{Special.]—The 
House spent the greater part of the day in 
discussing the report of the Committee on 
Statutory Revisions on the sections relat- 
ing to Justices of the Peace. Thé speeches 
took’a wide range, and at times were rather 
personal, reflecting on the promoters who 
at the last session got the resolution for the 
creation of the commission. through both 
branches of the Legislature. A motion to 
knock the enacting clause out of the bill was 
beaten and the measure advanced to third 
reading. The chances for its passage are 
not considered particularly bright. Nor are 
those of any of the other bills reported by 
the commission. The work of the commis- 
sion will be continued year after year until it 
is completed, and this session will adjourn 
without any particular evidence of its exist- 
ence beyond an appropriation of $12,000 for 
the defrayment of salaries and expenses 
already incurred. ’ 

Mr. Callahan made a personal explanation 
in reply to statements made last week in re- 
gard to the manner in which the commission 
was created.

FIGHTING NORMAL SCHOOL BILLS. 


Petty Selfishness Displayed by Some Dixon 
People—Fear for Their Home College. 

Springfield, I1l., April 30.—{Special.]—The 
proprietors of a school at Dixon are greatly 
exercised lest the State go bankrupt. Among 
the bills pending in the Legislature is one 
for the establishment of a normal school in 
Eastern Illinois and ‘one for a similar pur- 
puse in Northwestern Illinois. The @ppro- 
priations are $50,000 each, not to be avail- 
able until 1896. There is little or no opposi- 
tion to the bill for the school in Eastern I)- 
linois, but the Dixon people are fighting as 
hard as they can against the location of the 
State institution in their owncounty. They 
are raid a normal school will interfere 
with their college, and they have sent 8. H. 
Ksethea and B. F. Shaw here to fight the 
bill. These gentlemen are working among 
the Republicans, and without saying much 
concerning. the particular interest of the 
Dixon college are warning the brethren not 
to vote extravagant appropriations. Not all 
the people of Dixon, however, coincide with 
the contingent that sent the delegation here. 
The Dixon Sun in its issue of April 25 has 
this to say, among other things, concerning 
the project: 

In fact, the bill ts wasmnly approved by every one 
except those who for wholly selfish reasons see fit 
to oppose it, Owing to the fact that school. prop- 
erty is untaxed in our State private institutions of 
this character have become numerous and of a 
high character. It is nevertheless true that there 
are a great many capable and worthy young peo- 
ple who are unable to take advantage of the op- 
portunities which they offer. It is from those in- 
terested in these private schools that the only ob- 
jection to the establishment of these normal 
schools has come. It is certainly a selfish posi- 
tion for them to take, that these new schools will 
interfere with their private interests, and there- 
fore ought not to be created. We doubt, however 
if the establishment of these new schools would 
materiallly interfere with the interests of our pri- 
vate normal school, while the opportunities that 
would thus be opened to a large number would 
certainly redound to the credit of our State. 

These bills have passed the Senate, been 
approved by the Committee on Appropria- 
ticns of the House, and were made a special

Toronto, April 27.—[{Special Correspond- 
ence.J—There is no more interesting object 


lesson in regard to the value of a municipal — 


franchise and what can be obtained for it 
than is to be found in the case of the Toron- 
to street railway. In many respects the 
sale by the City of Tofonto of its street rail- 
way franchise is the most notable demon- 
stration of what a municipality can do in 
the way of making gbod terms for its citi- 
zens with a corporation that is to be found 
in America. The City Council has accom- 
plished what the average capitalist in the 
United States would declare to be simply im-- 
possible, and the street railway has been 
running long enough under this arrange- 
ment to demonstrate its success. The street 
railway situation in Toronto now offersan 
example of a franchise being. granted in 
which every provision in the interest of the 
municipality, the individual patrons of the 
line; and the employés of the company is 
as well guarded as it would be possible to 
imagine. It is particularly interesting to 
note that this franchise, hedged about with 
its numberless unusual provisions, was pur- 
chased by a syndicate in which ex 

street railway men from the United States 
took the chief part. In w of the general 
interest in the subject munici fran- 
chisées a history of the street railway e 

ence of Toronto is decidedly instructive. 


History of Toronte Street Railways. | 
Until 1861 Toronto had no street railway, 
though its population at that time had 
reached the figure of 45,000.

The company 
fought this keenly, and the Sunday cars 
having been defeated the point remains in 
abeyance. 


Eight-for-a-Quarter Tickets Popular. 

It is worth mentioning that the eight-for- 
a-quarter tickets are very popular during 
these hours of the day when they’ are al- 
lowed, the hours being those during which 


| the great bulk of the working classes jour- 


ney to and fro. Fora few months there was 
difficulty over the transfer system, but 
eventually a method was devised that ap- 
pears to be satisfactory to the company and 
the public. A passenger desiring a trans- 
fer is required to ask on payment of his fare 
for a transfer ticket in the direction he 
wishes to travel. The time and date are 
punched on this ticket .and it remains good 
for some twenty minutes aftefJ¥sue. Tho 
tracks have been Kept clear of snow and ice 
all winter since 1892, and with the exception 
of one or two days only each winter, when 
the snowfall was particularly heavy, the 
car service has never broken down. 

As to the profits of the company, not much 
can be said definitely, no detailed state- 
ment having been givén out. The heavy ex- 
penses of conversion borne during the first 
years of its life have necessarily made its 
financial showing far less favorable than 
would otherwise have been thecase. Atthe 
annual meeting, held a few months ago, it 
was, however, announced that the.operating 
expenses have beén reduced to 52 per cent 
of the earnings, and a dividend would have 
been paid for the year but the sharehold- 
ers were satisfied that the surplus earnings 
for 1894 should be added to the capital ac- 
count. There is no doubt a dividend of at 
least 6 per cent will be paid next year. 

Before concluding, I should mention that 
the threat ,of the old company to appeal 
against the award of the arbitrators as to 
the value of the agsets turned over to the 
city on the expiration of the original fran- 
chise was carried out. Eminent counsel 
were employed on both sides, and the case 
was carried from: ¢ourt to court) the com- 
pany being always defeated, until it reached 
the Privy Council; when it was again, and 
finally defeated gn the main issue, but was 
given a liberal allowance for the pavements 
constructed by the city at the expense of the 
company subsequent to 1888, a peint on 
which the arbitrators had refused to allow 
them anything.

COL. JOHNSON NEBRASKA’S OLDEST MAN. 


At the Age of 106 Years He Is Fairly Vig- 
orous=Hig Recollections. 


Ashland, Neb., April 28.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]—Col. John Johnson will be 106 
years old May day. Though his long hair 
is white with age and his cheeks are deeply 
furrowed Nebraska's oldest: citizen will cel- 
ebrate the occasion with a fishing trip to 
the Platte, the weather being propitious. 
While the centengrian is a thistorical fig- 
ure in Nebraska, his caréer deserves more 
than a passing notice-in a national way. 
Col. Johnson is a Mexican war veteran and 
bears with considerable pride a number of 
medals indicative of feats of daring among 
his comrades in the little brush with the 
British at New Orleans. He was a private 
in those days and assisted in repelling the 
invaders. He bears a memento in the shape 
of a crippied foot to remind him of the en- 
gagement. During the fighting he was sta- 
tioned close to the quarters of Andrew Jack- 
son, and describes with apparent delight 
some of the peculiarities of ‘‘ Olid Hickery ” 
during the exciting times in the South. 

Col. Johnson was born at Cleveland, O., 
shortly after his parents arrived from En- 
gland and was raised in that vicinity on a 


TO ENDTHE RATE 


RAILROAD-MEN HOPE TO OLEAR THE 
PASSENGER SITUATION. 


Executive Officers to Meet Next Week and 
Effect if Possible the Organization of 
Three Associations for the Mainte- 
nance of Established Rates—Baltimore 
and Ohio Belt Line Tunnel Opening to 
Take Place Today=Sir Henry Tyler Re- 
signseRailroad Notes. 

Prospects for a settlement of Western pas- 
sénger rate troubles are more flattering than 
for several months. Vice-President Newman 
of the Chieago and Northwestern has . had 
several conferences lately with the executive 


| officers of the various roads in interest and it 


is understood that a meeting of Genera! Man- 
agers will be eld in this city next week with 
a view of taking decisive action to end the 
rate demoraiization. It is now the intention 
to form three separate associations—the EKast- 
ern, between Chicago and Colorado and Kan- 
sas and Nebraska State lines: the Western, 
between the Colorado State line and Ogden 
and Sait Lake City, and the Transcontineat- 
al, covering. ali through business between 
Chicago, St. Paul, St. Louis, and the Pacific 
coast. The meeting next week will first de- 
vote its attention to the formation of an Hast- 
ern association: Should they fail to accom- 
plish this their efforts will be directed to the 
formation of a Trans-Missouri. or Transcon- 
tinental Association. The roads west of the 
Missouri are virtually agreed, and, with the 
exception of one or two small and unim- 
portant lines, all: stand pledged to join the 

roposed organization. The Southern Pacific 
is Most anxious to bave such an association 
established. The Union Pacific, which up 
toa week on two ago has thrown cold water 
upon the efforts of the other roads to end the 
rate war, has now come out in favor of an 
organization and has instructed Chairman 
Caldwell to cast ite vote in favor of any 
reasonable proposition for the maintenance 
of rates. Since the Union Pacific has re- 
joined the immigrant rate agreement and 
ordered its immigrant business to be reported 
to the general agents of the clearing- house in 
New York the immigrant rate situation has 
much improved, although the continuance of 
the fight between the Grand. Trunk and 
Canadian Pacific roads and the competition 
of the North German Lioyd, via Baltimore, 
keep up the payment of excessive. commis- 
sions. It is generally admitted that some 
concession will have to be made to the Grand 
Trunk and peaceful relations restored be- 
tween the Canadian lines if permanent peace 
is to be secured, 

A sircular issued a day or two ago by the 
Union Pacific announcing that on and after 
May 1 it will decline to accept over its line 
between Council B.uffs and Omaha tickets 
having coupous over other lines west of 
‘Omaha causes some apprehension. The real 
object of the Union Pacific in giving such 
notice is not knowa, although it is surmised 
to be directed against the Burlington. The 
latter road, it is claimed, has sold tic«ets in 
the East reading via Omaha, and the Union 
Pacific is believed to be trying to force this 
business Over its own line. The notice does 
not affect the Rock Isiand, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul, and Northwestern roads. The two first 
named roads have a lease which guarantees 
thern the use of the Omaha bridge and the 
Northwestern hasa traflic contract with the 
Union Pacific. 

The prospects are that the war on eest- 
bound passenger traffic from San Francisco 
east will come to an end within a few days. 
The passenger represoptatives of the various 
roads doing business in San Francisco are 
now in session trying to ‘ori a local ugree- 
ment. 


RAILROAD TUNNEL OPENING TODAY. 


Train with Officials to Make the First Trip 
Under Baltimore. 

Baltimore, Md., April 30.—[Special.]— 
The Baitimére and-Ohio railroad’s belt line 
tunnel under this city wiil be formally opened 
at noon tomorrow. The express train from 
Washington for Philadelphia and New York 
will be run through it at that hour. 
dént Mayer and several other prominent offi- 
cials will make the trip. The tunnel, which 
ruas from Oid Camden station in the southern 
partofthe city to the northern limits, is 
7,300 feet long, cost $6,000.000, and re- 
quired five’ years to complete, An 
electrical plant furnishes power.

REOEIVER IS ASKED FOR A NEW 
YORK OORPORATION.

Equitable Mutual Fire Insurance Corpora- 
tion Will Have Its Affairs Allred in 
Court=Bill Introduced at Springfield 
to . vent Companies Combiniag to 
Write New Policies=Cold Blast Feather 
Company Has Trouble in Collecting 
Money=Insurance Notes. 


New York, April 30.—[{Special.]—Deputy : 


Attorney-General Clarence W. Francis to- 
day made an application in the Court of 
Common Pleas for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the Equitable Mutual Fire Insur- 
unce corporation. Mr. Francis also entered 
suit against’ the Goncern on the grounds of 
fraudulent organization, asking the court to 
annul its charter. The court issued an in- 
junction restraining the concern from doing 
any business, and ordered the company to 
appear May 2 to show cause why a receiver 
should not be appointed. The granting of 
an injunction restraining the concern from 
doing any business until the appointment of 
a receiver was secured in time to prevent 
another tricky move on the part of the di- 
rectors. 

They had determined to hold a meeting 
this evening and remove all the directors 
who- have been instrumental -in the expos- 
ure of the company’s rottenness and elect 
men of their own sort to the vacancies. 
The injunction was served on them just as 
they were to hold their meeting, so the 
meeting was immediately adjourned. Now 
the directors are planning to escape judg- 
ment. The managers of the defunct con- 
cern, Jdmes R. Skinner & Co,, did not ap- 
pear at the offices today. <A. A. Alling, 
counsel for the Equitable Mutual Fire, said 
today he would appear in court May 2 and 
contest the application for a receiver. 

The collapse and destruction by fire ofa 
wholesale grocery store early today at Nos. 
388 and 40 North Moore-street will probably 
involve all of the insurance companies in- 
terested in-a lawsuit. Reports now show 
that the bullding first fell in and then caught 
fire, while the assured says that there was 
a gas explosion, then fire and collapse of 
the building, and he claims that the tnsur- 
ance companies are liable. The companics 
interested will make a thorough investiga- 
tion. The loss is total and the list of insur- 
ance is $160,800, as follows:

MAY PROHIBIL COMBINATIONS. 


Bill Introduced at Springfield with This 
End in View. 

Representative Cotly introduced a bill in 
the Legislature Monday to prevent any in- 
surance company from doing business in 
Illinois under any but its corporate name 
or from issuing a joint policy. The passage 
of this bill would have the effect of driving 
four underwriting concerns out ofthe State. 
The Hartford of Hartford writes a policy 
under the name of the New York Under- 
writers; the Rockford of Rockford and the 
Security of New Haven write a joint policy 
under the name of the Associated Under- 
writers; the Fire Association and the In- 
surance Company of North America, both 
of Philadelphia, write under the name of 
the Philadelphia Underwriters; and the 
Milwaukee Mechanics’ and the German of 
I‘reeport have just organized a new com- 
bination to write joint policies as the West- 
ern Underwriters. The New York Under- 
writers has been writing for some years, 
but the others are comparatively new in the 
field. The Philadelphia Underwriters be- 
gan writing Jan. 1, the Associated Under- 

- 
writers a month ago, and the Western Un- 
derwriters has been erganized only a few 
days. 

“I believe this bill is a good one,” said a 
manager yesterday. ‘‘ The ordinary prop- 
erty-owster knows little about insurance 
compariies, and to such a person the name 
of an underwriting concern would suggest 
an entigely new company. He might have 
a polHry in one of the companies in the com- 
bination, and would prefer a company en- 


the terms of the policies the amounts due 
from the companies were payable Feb. 21. 
All of the ‘stock companies have paid the 
amounts determined under the adjustment, 
also one mutual and one Lloyds. Two of 
the Lloyds, howevyer,,have so far failed to 
settle.

Co. are attorneys and general managers.

SCORES OF NEW LAWS ENACTED. 


Results of the Recent Session of the Min- 
nesota Legislature. 

St, Paul, Minn., April 24.—[{Special. }—The 
biennial session of the Minnesota Legislature 
adjourned yesterday, on the expiration of the 
ninety-day limit. The Republicans had the 
largest majority in that body they have ever 
before possessed and in no measure which 
came before it was there anything like party 
strife. Whatever battles were fought were 
those between Republicans split into tempo- 
rary factions by an occasional matter of legis- 
lation. 

Perhaps the most important of the new 
laws, so tar as the State is concerned, is the 
municipal charter bill, Two years ago a 
constitutional amendment was adopted for- 
bidding special legislation and requiring the 
enactment of a general law for overn- 
ment of all the cities of Minnesota. The so- 
¢alied Howard bill which passed this Legisia- 
ture provides for government by city coun- 
cil, the council to be composed of but one 
body. Its adoption, however, is left optional 
with every city. In addition to this “ reaay- 
made’’ chartera constitutional amendment 
will be submitted at the next general election 
which, if carried, will permit cities to make 
their own charters with provisions suited to 
the peculiarities.of their conditions and sur- 
roundings. 

Many other bills relating to cities and vil- 
lages were passed, also several concerning 
towns and counties which are intended to 
correct existing difficulties in the local gov- 
ernment of rural districts. It is doubtful if 
the electors approve the Howard charter 
measure, as the evils always connected with 
the arbitrary council government system are 
generally understood. St. Paul has for sev- 
eral years past been under a form of govern- 
ment by boards, and the Mayor has been in- 
trusted with greatly increased power. The 
system has worked so well that St. Paul and 
other cities are étrenuousiy Opposed to a 
change, 

Probably the most important of the new 
laws as regards its influence and bearing 
outside the State is the new insurance law, 
the substance of which is appended: 

The billisa codification of the present insur- 
ance laws of the State, and is app icable to all 
kinds of insurance—life, fire, marine, guaranty, 
boiler—including both. mutuai and stock com- 
panies, but excluding town insurance companies. 
. The particular features ef the bill are drawn 
with special reference to the interests of the as- 
sured, tie people buying insurance. It admits to 
the State the competition of. solvent companies 


4 heretofore not admitted to the State of Minne- 


sota, particularly the better class of Eastern and 
‘New Engiand mutual companies, and aiso the 
so-called Lioyds, the latter being a ciass of mu- 
tual insurance véry popular with business-men 
who require large lines of insurance. 

The oil bears a valued policy clause relating 
soiely to the value of buildings. This provides 
that—whatever amount of insuranée is piaced 
upon a building shali be prima facie evidence of 
the value of that buiiding in case it is destroyed. 
This feature was vigorousiy objected to by a 
strong minurity in the Senate, but was finaily ac- 
ceded to as a compromise. 

The bili) aiso provides a new form of standard 
policy, which has piainiy written in it the val ued 
policy clause as to buildings. It was generally 
recast in the interest of the insured. 

The bill also provides for tne admission of in- 
surance companies of ‘oreign countries which 
have not heretofore been admitted to this State. 
And in this connection the bi!) provides'a method

Whitewash is the order of the day. Nearly 
all of the villains of our childhood have been 
turned by some historian or other into saints, 
temporarily disguised, it may be, but still esti- 
mable persons in the main.

LAW THAT INJURES THE ASSURED, 


A General Manager Explains How a Wis- 
7 consin Statute, Will Work. 


Under the recently enacted law in Wiscon- . 


sin an insurance company doing business 
in that State which has written a policy on 
property cannot cancel the policy until sixty 
days’ notice of its intention has been given 
the assured. This clause wil! work a hard- 
ship not only to the companies but to the 
assured as well. It will have the effect of 
making the insurance companies more care- 
ful about writing policies, as the law will 
make it extremely difficult for a company 
to get off a risk when once on, Asa sample 
of its effect on the assured the following 
from an insurance man may be quoted: 

“ During the drought of last summer,’’ 
said the manager yesterday, “ our company 
had any number of applications for insur- 
ance on lumber yards, which we were com- 
pelled to refuse because of the great risk 
attached to such property in time of drought. 
It is customary for agents to write policies 
which are sent in to the companies for ap- 
proval, 
Under this law a policy so written cannot 
be revoked until after sixty days’ notice has 
been given, and as a result we will have to 
restrict our agents in the writing of policies. 

‘If an insurance company finds a risk has 
become more hazardous than when the pol- 
icy was written it has no recourse except to 
give the sixty days’ notice and put its trust 
in Providence for the two months next fol- 
lowing. Meanwhile the assured has the 


privilege of canceling at any time and with- - 


out previous notice. I can see no reafon for 
the passage of many of the laws that are 
passed aimed at insurance compani The 
mistake is made of supposing they hurt only 
the companies, when in fact they hurt the 
assured worse than they do the companies. 
For every adverse law that fs passed an in- 
crease in rate has to be made. The insur- 
ance company is the go-between and what 
it pays to one person it must collect from 
others. Our company will instruct all its 
agents in Wisconsin to write only ordinary 
risks hereafter and to submit all other ap- 
plications to the department before issuing 
the policy.”

THE RANTING, ROARING VOORHEES, 

The senior Senator from Indiana has writ- 
ten out his views on the silver question and 
handed them over ta the Washington corre- 
spondent of an Indianapolis paper for the 
information of the voters uf the State of In- 
diana. That was uonecessary. Every Indianiano 
knows that Voorhees has been always on the 
side of cheap, dishonest money and that he 
has for years spoken and voted in favor of 
the free coinage of silver because it would 
flood the country with dollars worth less than 
their face. 

When the silver bill of 1890 went to the 
Senate from the House Voorhees was oue of 
the men who voted for the free coinage 
amendment the Senate adopted. He voted 


} against the measure finally reported by the 


Conference committee because it did not 
provide for free coinage. That measure, 
known generally as the Sherman law, was a 
compromise, devised to defeat the throwing 
open of the mints to silver. It was alsoa last 
desperate attempt to restwre the old parity-of 
gold and silver by buying and using 434 
million ounces of silver buHion manthly: 
That experiment proved a failure. The 
financial panic of. 1893 was due to its being 
persisted in as long as 1t was. Had not that 
ruinous policy of 1890 been abandoned in 
1893 the United States would have sunk toa 
nonometallic basis and Voorhees would have 
had the 50-cent dollars he hankers after. 
That is .why the free silver Senators were 
surprised and disgusted when Voorhees spoke 
and voted in favor of the repeal of the Sher- 
man law. Most of them had voted against 
that measure, as he-did, but, seeing its work- 
ings, they opposed its repeal. They charged 
him with ** betraymg the cause of silver,”’ and 
with having peen seduced by the gift of [ib- 
eral amounts of Federal patronage by Mr. 
Cleveland. He never explained his conduct

for repeal. 

The President’s stock of offices is exhausted. 
Therefore Voorhees returns now to his first 
love, and tells Indianians of his devotion to 
free silver in one of those hysterical ‘outbursts 
of fustian and balderdash which serve him in- 
stead of arguments. Other free silverites talk 


| of the “crime” of 1873. That is not strong 


enough for him. He speaks of the * assas- 
sination of silver,”” and the maudlin tears 
roll down his cheeks. Silver was * stabbed 
in the dark and in the daylight."’ Daggers 
were planted in it ** wherever a dagger couid 
be pianted,”’ until it fairly bristled with them. 
Poor, hapless silver! . 

What is the meaning of this tirade? Why 
does the Senator bewail the passage of the act 


of 1873? Because but for it by 1876 the 


country would have resumed specie payments 
ona silver basis instead of agoldone. The 
owners of silver bullion would have sent their 
metal to the mints—for the firat time in the 
history of the country—when the greenbacks 
rose to the silver level. Silver would have 
kept on falling, and the purchasing power of 
the currency would have decreased. The 
creditors of the Nation, States, municipalities, 
and private individuals would have been 
obbed on an increasing scale of dishonesty. 
The prevention of this is called “the as- 
sassination of silver’’ by a person whom plain* 
people would call a United States Senator, 
but who would doubtless speak of himself as 
one ** garbed in the sacred toga of an Ameri- 
can Senator.” Heisno more felicitous in 
the use of his epithets than he wasa third of 
a-century ago when he was of the opinion 
that the suppression of the rebellion was *‘ the 
assassination of liberty.”’ 

If at this moment the silver in a dollar 
were worth 108 cents or were worth 100 
cents not a word would be heard from Voor- 
hees about the “‘ assassination” of that metal. 
But since the silver in a dollar is worth only 
50 cents, not because of the law of 1873, out 
for other reasons, the carping hypocrite from 
Indiana says that metal was ‘‘ assassinated.’’ 
The act which saved this country from having 
the currency of China and of Mexico is a 
crime in the eyes of this wild man from the 
Wabash, To him a dollar worth 50 cents is 
a glorified, sanctified, and disenthralled one. 
A 100.cent dollar is a murdered one. 

Says Voorhees: “The real and vital issue 
now proposed is the elimination of silver from 
our currency.” Do sober men talk thus? In 
1873 there was no silver currency in the 
United States except the fractional money. 
There is now 600 millions of silver in use as 
money —all put into circulation since 1878. 
Who proposes to eliminate that? Voorhees 
is the would-be eliminator. He wants to 
eliminate gold, and by doing that to cut down 
by one-half the purchasing power of the 600 
mitlions of silver kept now at par with gold, 
He wants to eliminate half the purchasing 
power of every silver dollar now in use 80, 
that the man who has one in his hands can 
buy only half as much tea, sugar, meat, or 
flour as he can now. If that is not assassina- 
tion, what is? 

The Senator says also: 

If the free and unlimited coinage of silver as 
full legal tender money and as a standard of 
statutes and the unit of account and payment, 
without a word of international agreement on 
the subject, will put this country on a silver 
basis, then we were on such a basis every day 
and hour from the passage of the first coinage 
act in April, 1792, until the demonetization act 
of February, 1873, a period of eighty-one }j ears, 
during which we rose from weakness to the fore- 
most rank among the nations of the earth. I 
commend to all croakersin regard to a silver 


basis a careful reading of the act of April 2, 
1792, formulated by Hamilton and Jefferson and 


approved by Washington. 

If free coinage could put this country on 
such a silver basis asat was on during that 
long period when the silver dollar was worth 
108 cents, then Mr. Voorhees would see no 
beauties in free coinage, That was the silver 
dollar Jackson favored, and he was an earlier 
and a better Democrats than Voorhees. 
But what bas Jefferson todo with this sub-.. 
ject? In 1784 hedid makea report to the 
Congress of the Confederation, in which he 
submitted a plan for a coindge, with a silver 
doliar as the unit of value. But in 1792, after 
the Constitution had been adopted, Congress 
calle@ on Hamilton, then Secretary of the 


Treasury, and not on Jefferson, then Secre- 


tary of State, for a plan for the establishment 
ofamint and the creation of a coinage. 


+ Whether at that time Jefferson favored silver 


isa matter of no consequence. If he did 
Congress paid no attention to him, but heed- 
ed the advice of Hamilton, whio thought far 
more highly of goid than he did of silver, 
Congress adopted the bill Hamilton framed, 
wherein he gave gold the first place, silver the 


‘second, and copper the third. The law of 


1792 did not put the United States “ona

the Congress of the Constitution never. did. 
It preferred to base its currency on a specified 
number of grains of gold—first 24% and 
afterwards 23 1-5. 

This last production of Voorhees is as full 
of frothand falsehood as his endless ha- 
rangues generally are. If he ‘tears passion 
to tutters ” a little more than usual, it is be- 
cause he is trying tu rehabiitate himself in 
the estimation of the free silver men who 
charged him with the “betrays! of silver” 
nearly two years ago. The bonest money 
editors of Indiana know Voorhees well. They 
will certainly proceed to expose his fallacies 
and his lies.

For several days past the loads of furniture 
and household traps in more or less disrepu- 
table conspicuity traversing the streets have 
given proof that the domestic carrival of con- 
fusion is under way. There is little doubt 
that the hegira is quite as extensive as it has 
been in any recent year. 
_ Therearetwogood reasons for this. The first 
is that there is a considerable class of people 
in every community to whom the May mov- 
ing is a kind of annua! dissipation. They are 
the social Bedouins, [hey are not content 
in the same spot more than a year ata time. 
They are afflicted with the mania for change. 
They have no neighborhood attachment and 
no strong home feelings. When the spring 
days come aiid the buds begin to swell the 
mania seizes them and is irresistible. It is 
probably a fori of social disease for which 
at some time a remedy will be found, just as 
our mothers and grandmothers used to dose 
the children in the spring with sulphur and 
treacle to invigorate the system for the sum- 
mer wear and tear. The desperate nature of 
the disease is shown by the recklessness with 
which the victims will display themselves 
and their appointments on the public streets, 
by the calm irdifference with which they will 
submit to broken bedsteads, cracked looking- 
giasses, torn pictures, and shattered crockery, 
and by the boldness. if not actual heroism, with 
which they will abandon one house cluttered 
with litter of every sort and enter another 
which is usually.cluttered worse than the one 
they left; for, notwithstanding the joy of 
moving, it nearly always happens that the 
one pilgrim leaving his tent has a fiendish de- 
sire to make it as uncomfortable as possible 
for his successor. It is a peculiarity of the 
mania that those having it almost invariably 
display a sort of resentment by breaking a 
few panes of glass, filling up the furnace 
flues with sweepings, tearmg off a few strips 
of the wall paper, punching out a yard or two 
of plastering, or heaping up litter ix the 
various apurtments. Knowing that he will 
find these conditions wherever he goes he pre- 
pares them also for his successor. By this 
little mutual arrangement allt‘are accommo- 
dated alike with the maximum vf discomfort 
and dirt, and no one can complain at being 
slignted. 

The second cause which at this season has 
induced such a general change of homes is to 
be found without doubt in the inducements 
which owners of flats hold out to those who 
have béen accustomed to live in real houses. 
Of course no one who lives in a flat has a 
home, He is simply corralled in a caravan- 
sérai filled with a large number of people 
whom usually he does not know and does not 
wish to know, and yet with whom he must 
share the privacy he has hitherto enjoyed. 
But itiga great inducement to make the 
change that he does not have to sign a lease, 
that he can have his heating apparatus, his 
lighting, and his janitor, who in the democ- 
racy of the flat isa sort of butler. The flat 
landlords have made their-apartments so at- 
tractive and in competition with each other 
are adding eo many cons iderations tending to 
lighten labor and to allow the housewife to 
lead a life of comparative {uxyry that it is lit- 
tle wonder they are abandoning houses and 
tuking to these flats, though the process in- 
volves the loss of family privacy and the rapid 
disappearance of the old-fashioned home. It 
is one of the conspicuous features of the rush 
and push of modern life, this home-breaking 
and flit-seeking. But what is gained in the 
long run?’ Why do people want to move when 
it is so much easier to stay put? 


DEFUELIZING WOOD FOR COAL. 

The silver extremist advocates are raising a 
great fuss about the intentions and acts of 
Hamilton, Jefferson, and some other great 
men of the last century. They falsely claim 
that those men committed the United States 
to silver monometallism. But supposing they 
told the truth in saying that the silver dollar 
was adopted in 1792 as the money unit for 
this country. What.would it prove? Simply 
that the legislators of a hundred and three 
years ago were mistaken if they thought that 
the silver basis would be acceptable in this 
and other civilized countries a century later, 
that’ they were unable to foresee the vast 
changes in thought and method that soon 
were to be introduced by the progress of our 
modern civilization. 

A hundred years ago wood was almost the 
only fuel used in city or country. Since then 
the development of coal mines and of appli- 
ances and processes for using the product 
have brought about a revolution in fuel. 
Wood still may be*put into the grate, stove, 
and furnace by those who prefer it and can 
obtain it, but the great majority would much 
rather have the coal, and for the.reason that 
they find it to be superior to wood as fuel. 
How absurd it would be for alot of men in- 
terested in the sale of wood to band together 
and raise au outery about the “ terrible 
crime ”’ of defuelizing wood, and denounce as 
enemies of their species the fellows who were 
responsible for the ‘‘ fearful outrage,”’ which 
they might claim’ has impoverished many 
persons who own forest land and driven 
into. bankruptcy not a few who formerly 
made a fair living by selling wood for fuel! 
Fancy them asserting that the fuel * unit” of 
our Revolutionary fathers was a cord con- 
taining 128 cubic feet, and that the people 
are menaced by a coal-bug monopoly because 
the same heat value is contained in a quantity 
of coal that occupies a much smaller space 
than does the curd! Suppose they should 
claim that Thomas Jefferson procured the 
passage of a law making wood the fuel unit 
for all the government buildings in the land 
and that under such law. wood has been so 
used ever since. Then suppose somebody 
should show that this same Jefferson, when 
he became President of the United States a 
few years later, ordered that no more wood 
should be burned in the government build- 
ings, and that the order was respected for 
many years afterwards. Where would the 
wood-fuel fellows be? 

The people of former days used to count on 
its taking so many sticks or cords of wood to 


do the cooking and keep the house warm for. 


the winter. They may be said to have done 
their fuel reckoning in wood units. But folks 
count in coal units now. They reason that so 
many pounds of coal will raise so much steam, 
and do so much cooking, and if wood. comes 
into the question at all as a fuel ite fuel value 
is referred to that of coal as the standard. 
This is not because people love coal and hat

EXIT THE MUNICIPAL OXDER LEAGUE, 

The Municipal Order League met Monday 
last and decided to go out of business. This 
was wise, first, becauge, though its intentions 
and policies wefe ali right, it was found im- 
practicable to carry them out, and, second, 
because the Civic Federation, which is a 
stronger organization, covers all the ground 
occupied by the league. The league itself was 
composed ‘of women; the federation is com- 
posed of both men-and women and is conse- 
quently a stronger, more influential, and 
more aggressive organizahon. It can go 
where the league could not and bring to bear 
influences for the furthering of civic reforms 
which the league could not. Out of the ruins 
of the league it is proposed to organize the 
Municipal Bath League, and of this organiza. 
tion Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson probably 
will be the chief, In addition to her peeuliar 
views on the question of putting the male sex 
into skirts and petticoats she shares the be- 
lief that cleanliness is next to godliness. 
If she cannot reform the mass of the people 
she can at least clean them, and by getting 
the dirt off from them make better citizens of 
them, for a clean citizen is always better than 
a dirty one, besides being healthier. After 
Dr. Stevenson has succeeded in cleaning the 
exteriors of filthy people there will be more 
hope of cleaning their interiors. So the doc- 
tor has a wide field before her, and the move 
to erect a Municipal Bath League upon the 
ruins of the Municipal Order League is an ex- 
cellent one, and this is a work which women 
can do. There is no politics in baths, no pull 
r in soap and towels, There is no danger that 
Aldermen will feel the bath-house interferes 
with their privileges. There is no question 
of patronage involved, The management 
will not disturb the officials of the merit sys- 
tem yet to benamed, Even the Governor 
will not find it in his heart to sit down on the 
new league even though every new bath-house 
that is erected reflects upon the personal 
habits of the great majority of his constitu- 
ents. It isa movement purely in the interests 
of hygiene, decency, and an approximation to 
godliness. There is therefore some compen- 
sation in the death of the Municipal League 
that it will have such an important successor 
in the field, In saying good-by to the league, 
however, it should not be forgotten that it 
was the pioneer in the field and that out of its 
princip!es and methods grew the Civic Feder- 
ation which has supplanted it. 


NEW YORK TAKES ANOTHER CENSUS. 

The New-Yorkers seem to be in a state of 
great and gonstant worriment over the popu- 
lation of. their city. Asa valetudinarian is 
feeling his pulse constantly to find out wheth- 
er he is well or ill so are the authorities of 
New York everlastingly taking censuses to 
find out whether their city iz or is not still in 
the lead. Since the Federal census of 1890 
they have had three, two taken by the police 
and one by the State, Probably there will 
be a taking of stock annually until 1900, 
when the General Government will attend. to 
the matter, 

In 1890 New York was. credited with 
1.515,000 people. Possibly that was 100,- 
000 too little, Alarmed by the poor showing 
a police census was taken six months later, 
which footed up 1,710,000. The State cen- 
sus vf 1892 gave 1,810,000, The one just 
taken by the police foots up 1,849,000. 
These figures are distressing, because if the 
enumeration of 1892 )was correct the city 
has gained only 47,800 in three years. The 
most that is claimed now by the New York 
statisticians is that there has been an annual 
increase of 31,000 since 1890, They at- 
tempt to explain this in many ways, but it is 
evident that the population is gradually 
reaching a stationary point and that the city 
has nearly as many people as it will hold. 

If Chicago were as nervous as New York, 
she would proceed to takea police census at 
once and pad it, so as to make a good showing. 
But she is not -worried and will make no such 
blunder. One always gets caught. St. Louis 
stuffed the census of 1870 so as to keep ahead 
of Chicago: When an honest census was 
taken ten years later she was behind Chicago, 
and ** on the face of the returns ”’ had gained 
next to nothing in ten years. 

Chicago will not make any brags as to the 
number of people now within her limits. She 
will simply wait for the next Federal census 
to be taken, and will then show New Yorka 
clean pair of heels, She will be ahead of her 
then, as she turned out to be ahead of Phila- 
-delphia five years ago. At first- the Phila- 
delphians protested, but they are quite recon- 
ciled now to their fate. So will New York 
protest, but it vill amount to nothing. Her 
only salvation is to annex Brooklyn. 

The time of the Chicago police force is too 
valuable to be wasted on a needless census, 
Every Chicagean has.a calm, serene, beauti- 
ful belief that this city is about abreast with 
New York now. Feeling thus he sees nome- 
‘cessity for blustermg, braggmg, or having 
an unofficial count of heads. He leaves that 
to trepidant New York. In the summer of 
1900 the Caicagoans will lift up their voices 
and crow lustily. For then Uncle Sam will 
say to them “go to the head of the class, 
boys.” 


“FIGURES DO NOT LIE.” 

The Atlanta Constitution dsserts in big type 
in an illustrated article that “figures do not 
lie,”’ and then handles certain property valua- 
tions in a way which suggests the old state- 
ment that figures sometimes are the best 
friends liars have, It prints a table purport- 
ing to state the official valuations of property 
returned for taxation in forty-three States 
and Territories in euch of the last two years, 
and claims that the record shows a “‘ frightful 
depreciation of values,’ wrought by ‘‘one 
year with the gold standard.’’ The columns in 
its table are not fodted up, but when the re. 
quired additions are made the following totals 
are obtained: Valuation for 1893, $27,091.- 
915,983; ditto for last year, $25,810,259,. 
847. Decrease a trifle leas than 5 per cent. 

It would be surprising if the reported fall- 
ing off in values were uniform for the whole 
area. The figures indicate that New York, 
Massachusetts, and Pennsylvania have gained, 
but so have Fiorida, Louisiana, Maryland, 
and the two Carolinas, Thirty-one show a 
decrease aggregating about 500 millions, of 
which 90 millions is in the South, and nearly 
107 millions ig distributed through Indiana, 
Iilinois, Iowa, and Wisconsin. The magni- 
tude of the latter decrease is treated as some- 
thing enormous, but it is only about 3 per 
cent of the official valuation of 3,369 mill- 
ions for those four States, The truth is the 
average change in valuation from 1893 to 
1894 appears to be rather less than the fact. 

But if the decline in values had been twice 
as great the contention of the Georgia paper 
would be cutterly false, as it ise now. The 


story of one year of the gold standard” and 
says this “devastation” is but a beginning of

The story told by the figures printed, in 80 
far as they are correct, is a story not of mis- 
chief wrought by adopting the gold standard, 
but of suffering and loss caused by Populist 
and silver mining demands for “ free silver at 
16 to 1,” and Democratic work for the break- 
ing down of protection to American industry. 
And the Constitution knows this is so. Hence 
it is deliberately falsifying, and probably 
doing so with intent to call off attention from 
the real facts of the case, hoping by this means 
to induce the people to vote for another term 
of Democratic misrule of the country, and 
the free silver sort of Democratic misrule at 
that. It ought to be thoroughly ashamed of 
itse!f for its mean, tricky treatment of the 
currency question, trying to misiead instead 
of inform its readers, : 


ALTGELD’S LATEST SPLUTTER. 

Gov. Altgeld filed with the Secretary of 
State of Iilinois yesterday a curious docu- 
ment purporting to be a statement of his 
“reasons”’ for granting a pardon to one 
Louis A. Hilliard, formerly the assistant 
cashier of Tus Txreunz, who embez- 
zied $13,000 in 1892-93 and was 
sentenced therefor to four years in 
the penitentiary. Hilliard pleaded guilty. 
His crime bad few or no extenuating circum- 
stances. Hespent the money in gratifying 
luxurious tastes and in stock-gambling. Alt- 
geld says Hilliard or his friends retunded 
one-half of the sum he stole. This is untrue. 
Less than 10 per cent of the stolen money 
was paid back and the thief did not restore 
any of it. Itis true that $5,000 was recov- 
ered from an insurance company, but this 
was merely a shifting of the loss from Tue 
TRIBUNE company to other parties. 

Hilliard’s offense was not primarily against 
Tus Trisuve company. It was against the 
laws of the State of Illinois. His punishment 
was light. He should have served every day 
of his sentence. But Gov. Altgeld has 
pardoned him, as appears from _ the 
statement of his “reasons,”’ not because he 
deserved to be pardoned, but because he stole 
from Tue Trrsunz. That is no offense in the 
eyes of Altgeld. Thethief benefits because 
Altgeld wishes to “get even” with Tuz Tris- 
UNE—-to punish it for its just criticisms of his 
official misconduct and if possible to prejudice 
it in business matters now approaching a set- 
tlement. 

Gov. Altgeld’s personal malice appears in 
his **statement.” Heis aware that certain 
appraisers appointed under the terms of a 
lease are this week to fix the valueof the lease- 
hold interest of Taz Trisuns, derived from 
the Board of Education, and he improves 
this opportunity to say, without examining 
any of the evidencein the case, that Tues 
Tripunge ought to pay $25,000 per annum 
more for its lease than it now pays. He im- 
plies that —Tuz Trirsune during the last ten 
years has defrauded the public schools out of 
this much money each year. The present 
rent was fixed by a Board of Appraisers all 
of whom were appointed by tae School Board. 
Tue Trisuxs bad nothing to do with fixing 
the rent. Gov. Altgeld has been informed of 
this, Hence he deliberately states what he 
knows is untrue, 

Altgeid hasan equity in a piece of proper- 
ty, the Unity Building, which is only a block 
and a half distant from Tus Trripune cor- 
ner, and he believes the value of his 
holding will be. affected by the ground rent 
charged against Tug Trisune company. 

The new rent will be fixed by John Me-

They will not 
be swerved from the strict performance of 
their duty by his unseemly diatribe. We

Altgeld reduces his whele argument to the 
yerge of puerility when he proceeds to argue 
that Tus Trisunz newspaper is worth $3,- 
000,000 and should pay $40,000 more taxes 
per annum than it now pays. The value of 
Tue Trisune consists almost exclusively of 
good will. It pays full taxes, according to 
law, on everything but its good will. There is 
no law which provides for taxing the “‘ good- 
will’’ of newspapers, or hotels, or restaurants, 
or banks, or insurance companies, ordry goods 
stores, or any other commercial institutions, 
Of course, Altgeld would like to have good- 
will taxed because he has no good-will, and 
if this alone were the object of taxation 
he would be exempt. But the law is different. 
He isa reckless reasoner. His passion has 
blinded him, He says Tus Triscwe good. 
willis worth $3,000,000. Its income at 6 
per cent on this sum should be $180,000 
per annum. But he says it should 
pay $40,000 per annum taxes on its 
good-will or 223¢ per cent of its in- 
come. ‘g beats the Federal income tax 
hollow. Tue Traiscyz actually pays $5,400 
taxes per annum on real and personal property, 
and it pays a stiff income tax besides, How 
much does Altgeld pay? Now for the animus 
of Altgeld. Everybody knowsarhatit is. It is 
simple hatred of Tuz Trisuse and of the 
public opinion it expresses and rep:ésents.

PUT UP A GUARANTY DEPOSIT, 

The fight between employers and employés 
in the English boot and shoe trade, which has 
been going ou for some timé, will be settled 
soon. Both sides have agreed to submit the 
questions in dispute to arbitration. They have 
gone a step farther than that by pledging 
themselves that there shall ve no strikes or 
lockouts in the future and that all controvert- 
ed matters shall be settied by arbitration be- 
fore hostilities begin. 

It is easier to make such promises than it 1s 
to keep them, but the parties interested have 
agreed on something which will contribute 
towards the keeping of this last treaty of 
peace, Each side is'to place in the hands of 
trustees a considerable sum of money which 
will be forfeited in case of a violation of the 
atticles of agreement. The union to which 
the employés beiong is an old and strong one 
and can put up the money without difficulty. 
The employers’ association will have no 
trouble about making its deposit. Butneither 
side will wish to lose the money it has 
pledged. For that reason the union and the 
association will be more conservative, Neither 
will wish to be the one to begin hostilities, 

This idea of a money deposit to secure the 
faithful observance of agreements is one 
which might well be imitated in this country. 
Here as in England it has been a problem 
what should be done to insure the faithful ob- 
servance by members of trades unions of 
contracts entered into by the organizations to 
which they belonged. Employers when asked 
to arbitrate b ive pleaded that were they to do 
so and the decision to be against them they 
would submit to it though they could not be 
forced by law to doso, but that if the decision 
went against the men they m'ght refuse to be 
bound by it and the union to which they be- 
longed would or could do nothing to make 
them submit. They have claimed that arbi- 
tration was a little one-sided sometimes. 

But when the controversy is with an old and 
established union which has means the dan- 
ger of a possible repudiation of the decision 
of arbitrators can be ayoided by the union 
and the employer depositmg a forfeit. If the 
‘verdict is against the men the union, unwill- 
ing to lose its money, will see to it that a few 
malcontents do not upset that verdict. There 
are cases where the employés belong to or- 
ganizations which have no funds. In such 
cases this deposit plan-would be inapplicable, 
It would apply, however, in about two-thirds 
of the labor disputes and it ought:-to be tried. 


DESTROYING INNOCENCE, 

The people who falsely hold that they have 
scripture warrant for believing money to be 
the root of ail evil, and sigh for a “reform” 
which will enable the civilized world to dis- 
pense with its use, may fancy they have 
legitimate cause for denouncing. the conduct 
of the British army in Chitral. Up toa short 
time ago the people of that country had 
lived in a moneyless Eden. They had no 
money, and no use for it. They did not 
know the want of it till the British redcoats 
went among them, and then they fell. The 
fact and the manner of it have been related 
insome lectures delivered in London by 
Capt. Younghusband. 

The British officials wished to have @ con- 
siderable amount of work done by the natives 
and tried to hire the people to do it. The 
Chitralis were glad to take the offered rupees, 
but only in limited quantity, as they knew no 
other use for them than as ornaments. They 
soon grew tired of working and it became 
necessary to try other tactics. Alot of” ped- 
dlers were sent for and distributed among the 
Chitralis, They offered them beads, looking. 
giasses, knives, and other articles attractive to 
such people, but they woula not part with 
them exceptin exchange for rupees, which 
could only be obtained from the British in 
pay for work done and labor performed. So 
the natives succumbed. Many began to toil 
who never had toiled before, and those whe 
already had toiled now toiled ali the 
more, The Chitralis' not only learned to 
work in carrying supplies up the mountains 


to toil in other lines of effort when they can 
get silver gupees in payment, They have 
taken ona new cast of thought, are trans- 
formed from a primitive. people, contented 
with little, into a semi-civilized folk who wa 
more, and undoubtedly ere long will nt 
much, for the process is one of the kind that 
grows by what it feeds on. 

Judged from the standpoint of the Bellamy 
school of theorists this is a decided setback. 
The people have welcomed what the theorists 
call “slavery,” have debased themselves by 
consenting to accept the wages of toil. 
This may be cause for wonder by those 
of that school who affect to believe 
that the progress of a people must be onward 
and upward, unless interfered with by war or 
an epidemic of disease. But it is not leas 
strange that the demoralization has been 
brought about by the use of British silver, 
not * British gold.”” Evidently there must be 
some mistake on the part of those who 
preach that the English ingist on gold mono. 
metallism in all dealings with others as well 
as among themselves, So far as reported the 
Britishers have introduced silver monometal. 
lism into Chitral, though for aught that is 
said to the contrary they may have been wise 
enough to use goidin gaining the good will 
of the chiefs among these simple people who 
live on the skirts of the Himalayan Mount- 
ains. The silver extremistsin this country 
should approve the change, seeing that it

Present in July, Including 4 Good 
Showing from Illinois=Each State to 
Have Separate Headquarters and Its 
Members to Be Distinguished with Ap- 


~ propriate Badges=Entertainment Fa- 
cilities to Be Taxed to the Utmost. 

‘More than 60,000 delegates are expected to 
be present at_the fourteenth international 
Christian Endeavor convention, which will 
be held in Boston this year from July 10 to 
15 inclusive. The committee is now prac- 
tically sure of 50,000 delegates outside of 
Boston and vicinity. Out of that number, 
who will go from every State and Territory 


‘ {n the Union, from Canada, and from vari- 


ous countries of the world, Illinois will send 
1 ,500 or more delegates. The Rev, O. W. 
Stewart of Eureka, the State Secretary, is 
rapidly gathering his forces and preparing 
to. have his delegation second to none that 
attend the convention so far as talent and 
‘enthusiasm are concerned, although, of 
course, he cannot expect to take as many 
delegates as New York and other pear-by 


States. . 
who will be pres- 


ent at the convention whose names are 
already on the program. for the discussion 
of various phases of the work are President 
W. R. Harper of the University of Chicago, 
the Rev. John Henry Barrows, D..D., the 
Rev. Howard B. Gross, ‘also of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, Bishop Samuel Fallows, D. 
D., and the Rev. P. 8. Henson, D. D. All of 


. these men are trustees of the Society of 


Christian Endeavor for the State of Illinois. 
Other Illinois speakers at the convention 
will be John G. Woolley, the Rev. L. A. 
Crandall, 8. A. Wilson, M. D., all of Chicago, 
and the Rev. O. W. Stewart of Eureka. 
‘Boston is“preparing with all its might to 


_ receive these many thousands of delegates 


to what will be the largest convention ever 
held in the world, and the Illinois delegates 
have been given no mean share of attention 
in the way of havi comfortable and at- 
tractive quarters provided for them. 

Every hotel in the city will be taxed to the 
utmost, and in addition thousands of the 
délegates will be cared for in the homes of 
the members of some 150 churches in Bos- 
toh and surrounding suburbs and towns. 

Arrangements are made by the Boston Ac- 
commodation committee with the various 
State Secretaries whereby it is known about 
how many delegates would like’ to stay at 
hotels. So far as possible, then, hotel quar- 
ters are accordingly, .All delegates 
from that icular State that cannot be 
~. gecommodated at hotels or at some one hotel 


are assigned to. some certain church or 


churches. 
Héadauarters for Each State. 

The idea is to have a headquarters for 
each State. For the distant States that send 
‘mall delegations one -hotel, affording ac- 
commodatiom for perhaps 100 or 150 dele- 
gates, is sufficient. For the larger delega- 
tions there are to be church headquarters 
in addition to the hotels. 

Illinois’ has been assigned hotel. head- 
quarters at the Hotel Bellevue, on aristo- 
cratic old Beacon street, about one minute’s 


>» walk from the State House and the Common 


and half way up Beacon Hill: There will 
be accommodation at the Bellevue for 200 
delegates, and should many othér Illinois 
delegates want hotel accommodations the 
Accommodation committee will probably 
try to secure quarters for several hundred 
more at another house. The Bellevue is 
situated in the middle of an old residential 
block on seen sw usually called Lower Bea- 
con Hill, re, not many years ago, 
lived the most ‘aiakantee. aristocratic set of 
Boston, and there have been comparatively 
AE ad encroachments on that “ sacred *” sec- 
on. 

The old, wealthy Boston families still oc- 
upy almost the whole of Beacon street, 
sf at the Bellevue many rich people reside. 
At the highest: point on Beacon street the 
gilded dome of the State House shines out 
over the city and the surrounding country 
for miles, A little further up Beacon street,

A NIGHT IN A TEXAS STORM HOUSE. 


Stirring Scenes in a Nervous Town in the 
. Tornado Season, 

Dallas Letter in the New York Sun: A 
great artist in search of a brand-new sub- 
ject that would afford an opportunity to 
show his skill in delineating facial express- 
ion, with a thoroughly picturesque back- 
ground of Rembrandt effects of lights and 
shadows, should come to Texas and paint 
the scene in a crowded storm house some 
night in the tornado season. The first time 
I witnessed such a scene was one night when 
I was sleeping at the house of a friend in 
one of the “‘ nervous’’ Texas towns. The 
night was cloudy at bedtime, but I slept 
until I was awakened by my friend knocking 
heavily at my door. 

“Get up—quick!” he shouted. ‘“ There’s 
a big storm coming. I'll take my wife over 
to the storm house and be back for you ina 
minute.’’ 

Glancing hurriedly out of the window I 
noticed that the darkest, most ominous kind 
of cloud had overspread the whole sky, and 
that great sheets of lightning were making 
things clear as day every minute or 80. 
There was a continuous roar of the thunder. 
I had hardly finished a very hasty toilet 
when I heard my friend come running back 
into the house. 

“* My wife’s over at old man Green’s, in the 
storm-house,”’ he gasped. ‘“* Hurry or you 
may be too late.’ 

“But I don’t know Mr. Green,” I suggested 
as we rushed out into the night. 

“ Well, I'll point him out to you,”’ was the 
slightly sarcastic reply. 

As we were crossing the street we heard 
the voice of aywoman screaming in an agony 
of fear: 

“ Where's the Bate to getin? Where's the 
gate to get in-n? 

The construction of the sentence, as well 
as a slight brogue in the tone, indicated that 
the speaker was not born in America. Look- 
ing in the dikection of the voice,*we could 
catch glimpses of a group of white-robed fig- 
ures whenever the lightning flashed. My 
friend shouted some directions as to where 
to find the desired gate, and then said to me: 

‘“‘That’s Roder, the little Dutch merchant, 
and his wife and kids. They’re coming to 
the storm-house, too, you see.” 

The: location of the storm-house was re- 
vealed by the dim light that shone up 
through the slanting, cellar-like doors, left 
open with the hospitable intention of shel- 
tering any who might care to comein. De- 
scending we found oursélves in the presence 
of perhaps a‘dozen people, all of them 
strangers to me, but all of whom greeted me 
as familiarly as if I had been a friend of 
years’ standing. The single lantern hanging 
on the wall gave all the light we had. 

‘“T think Roder’s coming,”’ said my original 
companion as soon as he could recover the 
breath lost in running. “I heard his wife 
asking about the gate as I crossed the 
street.”’ 

Just then the patter’ of feet outside an- 
nounced the fact that the newcomers had ar- 
rived. Down the steps they filed and into 
the Httle room below. First came three 
small children—whether boys or girls I could 
not tell—each one clothed in a single long, 
white garment, all very blue-eyed, very cot- 
ton-headed, and very badly scared. Next 
came ‘the mother, clad in the ordinary garb 
of night, the effect of which was somewhat 
relieved by a dress skirt fastened around her 
waist. Next came a hired girl, clad in the 
same way, excepting only the dress skirt. 
Last of all came the father, wearing a pair 
of trousers and an undershirt and carrying 
the youngest child in his arms. He wasa 
small man, with blue eyes and a very blond 
mustache. All were barefooted and in this 
condition had trudged through .the water 
and mud between their house and Mr. 
Green’s &t 2 o’clock on a chilly early spring 
morning. They were newcomers, fresh from 
the North, but they had heard so much tor- 
nado talk that they were as much afraid as 
the citizens who had actually seen the torna- 
do in the town three years before. They had 
never been invited te this particular storm- 
house, but they had come anyway, and it 
was all right. 

The little.room was only 12 feet long by 10 
feet broad, but In less time than it takes to 
tell it forty- three men, women, and children 
were packed into this meager space. I do 
not know how they all found room, but they 
did.. When the wind began to rise the doors 
were closed and the siege of the elements had 
begun. It was a sight that one was not like- 
ly to forget soon. The ponderous logs over- 
head and in the walls, the hurried costumes 
of the women and children, the weird, awe- 
stricken expression on the huddled faces, 
and the dim, glimmering play of lights and 
shadows thrown by the solitary lantern, ail 
these taken together made the scene one of 
the most picturesque and extraordinary im- 
aginable.
